a short struggle in which the 
Populist guards held their own. In the mean- 
time J. Ware Butterfield had gone to the back 
stairway, where he found several guards armed 
with revolvers, but as a member of the press 
gang he was allowed to pass them all unchal- 
lenged and reached the floor of the hall. Here 
he met Mrs, Laura M. Johns, who informed 
him that there was a crowd of armed Popu- 
lists on the front stairs to keep the Repub- 
licans out. He rushed through the hall and 
cloak-room to the front stairs, where 
he found about ‘thirty guards armed with 
clubs and revoivers, He dashed among them 
wildly waving his hat until he appeared in 
sight of the Republicans below, and, attract- 
ing the attention of the Populists to himself, 
shouted: * Men, don't shoot; for God's sake 
don’t de rash; don’t shed innocent blood; 
come on, men, the way is clear.“ A mighty 
shout went up from the corridor below as the 
Republicans rushed up the stairs, carrying the 
guards before them. The Populist guards 
ran back up the stairway and into the hall, 
locking the doors behind them; but not until 
Butterfield and another member of the 
Republican House had gained an entrance. 
Speaker Douglass forced the doors leading to 
the cloak-room, into which his followers 
thronged tumultuougly. 
Smash Doors with a Sledge Hammer. 

The heavy doors.leading into the hall were 
locked, and a Populist guard had ran off with 
the key. Almost immediately a sledge ham- 
mer was placed in the hands of Speaker 
Douglass, who, with one powerful blow, 
smashed a panel out of the door. A few 
strokes from. the hammer now in the hands of 
Representatives Sherman and Swan and they 
creaked on their hinges, were shattered, and 
fell. When the first opening was made with the 
sledge haminer a Po guard seized a piece 
of the panel and thfew it back through the 
opening, striking Swan on the hand. Another 
Populist guard inside raised his rifle and was 
about to fire when he was covered by two re- 
volvers in the hands of a Republican Assistant 
Sergeaht-at-Arms. This had a quieting ef- 
fect. The Populist guard gave way. and the 
Republicans rushed into the House cheering 
wildly. Speaker Douglass was soon at his 
desk rapping the House to order, even before 
all the mempers were inside the hall. The 
roll was called by the Assistant Chief Clerk and 
the House was declared in session, being 
opened by prayer by the Rev. Mr, Knipe, 
member from Riley County. While the open- 
ing exercises were in progress the heavy doors 
through which the Republicans had entered 
with the aid of a sledge hammer were broken 
in small pieces and carried away as souvenirs. 

Immediately after the forcible seizure of 
the hall by the Republicans Adjutant-General 
Artz issued orders calling out the militia, 
two companies of the Third Regiment and 
one company of the Second Regiment being 
instructed to come to Topeka by special 
train. His room was crowded to over- 
flowing by Populists assembling from 
all parts of the city to 
volunteer their servicés and crowding the cor- 
ridors of the east wing and the great flight of 
broad steps leading to it. Gov. Lewelling’s 
rooms were also crowded with his partisans, 
and he went to confer with the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, to whom he said: “Order out as many 
companies of militia as are necessary to pre- 
serve the peace.” Muster rolls were opened 
for volunteers and they came faster than they 
could be sworn in, They were docorated with 
a small bit of blue ribbon to distinguish them 
from the Republican Assistant Sergeants-at- 
Arms, who wear red badges. :

Appeals to Law-Abiding Citizens, 


After reciting the above facts the Governor 
in his proclamation says: Now. therefore, 
deeming the present condition of public af.- 
fairs as presenting an extraordinary occasion 
and as warratiting the exercise of the power 
vested in me by the Constitution of the State 
to see that the laws are fgithfully executed, 
that the peace may be preserved, and that all 
persons who unlawfully obstruct the House ot 
Representatives or any mem ber or officers there- 
of in the proper discharge of their duty may 
be removed and that ali unlawful organization 
may be suppressed and violence and blood. 
shed may be averted. I appeal to all loyal 
and law-abiding citizens to favor, facilitate, 
and aid the effort to maintain the supremacy 
of the law and the honor and integ- 
rity and perpetuity of the State. : 
are 1,768 mulitlamen in the State, 
and Gov. Lewelling says that all will be 
ordered to Topeka if necessary. The three 
companies firtzt ordered to the scene of trouble 
are Company C. Third Regiment, of Oakland, 
which reported to the Adjutant-General at 
noon precisely, having come by the electric 
railway; Company B, Third Regiment, of 
Holton, which arrived by special train at 11 
o’clock; and Company G of Marion, which is 
now en route by special train.

to these, Section A, Light Artillery, of Wichi- 


ta, with two Gatling guns, is en route, and 
Battery B of Topeka was ordered out. The 
latter, with three cannon, took charge of the 
arsenal on Capitol square this afternoon. 
The arrival of Company C at noon, just 
when the streets were crowded with peo. 
ple,. caused the most intense excitement, 
and five minutes after the men left the cars 
Jackson street in front of the Capitol was 
sv thronged with citizens that a path 
had to be cleared to enable the comipany to 
reach the State-House. 


Republicans Call for Aid, 


The following address to the people of the 
State was adopted by the House about the 
time Gov. Lewelling was issuing his procia- 
mation: i 

State or Kansas, House or Rueparsenra- 
tives, Torexa, Kas., Feb. 15, “1893.—To; thé law- 
abiding citizens of Kansas: An organized 
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moment need your moral and act . 
Grores L. Doveass. Speaker. 
At 3 o’clock the three companies of volun 
teers, mustered if accordance with Gov. 
Leweliing’s request, each being sixty strong, 
were organized and armed with carbimes from 
the State arsenal. By an executive order Col. 
W. J. F. Hughes of Topeka was instructed to 
assume active command of all officers) and 
men of the Kansas National Guard assembled 
in Topeka and around the State Housd. A 
telegram was reoeived «here at 8:30 
that 300-armed Republicans had boarded 
the train at Ottawa, bound for 
Topeka, and word was wired from 
Leavenworth that 1,000 men would be sent from 
there if necessary to reinforce the Reptblicans. 
During the afternoon immense crowdsof peo- 
ple from all over the city thronged toward the 
State-House grounds in anticrpation M col- 
lision between the Populists and Republicans. 
The streets in front of the Capitol wore a gala 
day appearance, while the steps leading to the 
east entrance resembled a Titanic bee-hive. 
There were at least 5,000 people in the vicinity 
at 2 o'clock, 


Mob Attacks the Militia. 


A most exciting and ominous event occurred 
at the east front at 4 o’clock and a general 
riot was only averted by the coolness of the 
Populist volunteers. At that time Company 
B of the provisional battalion was stationed 
in the front of the Capitol to prevent the mob 
from blovking tne entrance. 
volunteers appeared they were hooted and 


yelled at by an assemblage largely composed 


of hoodlums and toughs, black and white, The 
mob was ready to guy them, however, and 
they yelled at the volunteers all kinds 
of epithets. Clods were thrown, and the im- 
mense throng seemed ready to sweep down 
on the little company of thirty men and crush 
them to pieces. The volunteers showed ad- 
mirable nerve in taking the .:nsults as quietly 
as they did, The climax was reached. when a 
big negro raffian pushed against one of the 
soldiers, knocking him. out of ling He 
was promptly put back by the soldiers, 
and this angered two of his fellow 
toughs, who by brute force overpowered the 
soldier and took his gun. The big mob 
cheered this action and threw sticks, clods, 
and stones at the volunteers. The gun was 
recovered immediately. Then the first negro-re- 
newed his attack, cheered on by the mob. He 
atternpted to retake the gun and others were 
rushing to his assistance. A riot seemed im- 
minent, and the way the mob howled and 
hooted made the scene the most éxciting’ of 
the day. When the negro jumped at the soldier 
one of the volunteers promptly stabbed him 
with a bayonet in the stomach and, contrary 
to the expectations of the crowd, the at- 


tacking parties immediately retreated. The. 


negro’s wound was not serious. Immediately 
after the fracas Capt. McDonald of@éred his 
men away. At least 2,000 people looked on at 
the whole affair and their comments were uni- 
formly against the action of the mob, which 
they denounced in no uncertain terns. The 
general sentiment was that there was grave 
danger of bloodshed either by accident or 
through the action of some hotheaded person. 

Among the members of the volunteer coni- 
pany pacing back and forth in front of the 
Capitol steps with solemn mien, as if the 
welght of nations bore on his shoulders, was 
the Rev. W. G. Tedd, Chaplain of the Popu- 
list House and pastor of the People’s Church. 
He grasped a carbine in his hands and locked 
brave enough to use it if necessary. |

Refuses to Assume Responsibility. 

Gov. Lewelling this afternoon ordered Col.

Guard as a peace officer only 
and that under no circumstancer would he 
take any action which would recognize either 
of the rival Houses as the legally constituted 
one.

out the same according to law. 

Sec. 2. The Governor and Attorney-General 
shall at least once in each quarter year and at 
such other times as the Governor may elect ex- 
amine and see that all the money appearing by 
the books of the Auditor of State and State 
Treasurer as belonging to the several funds is in 
the vaulte of the Treasury, and they shall pub- 
lish a short summary of the condition of the sev- 
eral funds in the Treasury at each examination 
in three newspapers in this State, and in case 
of a Aeficiency. they shall require the 
Treasurer to make up such deficiency 
immediately. and if such Treasurer shall refuse 
or neglect for ten days thereafter to have the full 


sum belonging to said funds inthe Treasury the 


Attorney-General shall institute proceedings to 
recover the same. 

Sec. 3. For any violation of the provisions of 
this act the Treasurer shall be deemed guilty of 
a felony, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished.by confinement in the . penitentiary for 
a term of not less than one nor more than bon 
years and by a fine not exceeding’$10, 000. |

Judge Gresham: Was Not His Original 
Choice, but He Hailed the Possibility 
with Joy—Whitney’s Kefussl to Enter 
the Political Family—Dickinsona for the 
Chicago Judge—How Bissell and Lamont 
Secured Their Places—Judge Wilson 
May Be Attorney-General. — 

New Tonk, Feb. 15,—[Special.}—Early in 
January, when Mr. Cleveland was talking with 
some of his friends about his Cabinet, he said 
that he did not know why, after the offers 


were made and accepted, there should be au 


recrecy about the appointments, and be went 
so far as to say that he was willing himeelf in- 
formally to announce, his selections,even if the 
Cabinet was complete by the first week in 
February, as he hoped it would be. He has 
fulfilled the expectations. of his friends that he 
would again depart from prevedent and an- 
nounce his Cabinet the country before he 
sent the names to the Senate.
